Leg­ 
islators are nearer the popular sen­ 
timent of the mass of the electorate, 
y et a law' they enact may not be 
enforced if the Supreme Court de­ 
clares it unconstitutional. 
The court sy stem of the United 
States is to protect us from rule by 
men. Its function is to assure we will 
be governed by law and that each 
citizen will receive his just due under 
the law-.

A pro perly functio ning judicia l sy s­ 
tem pro tects us, ev en fro m o ur­ 
selv es.

Eq ual justice under law or “ blind 
justice” is sn ideal which imperfect 
man cannot achieve. 
However, every citizen’s freedom, 
especially accorded under the Bill of 
Rights, is threatened when 
a single 
court, judge or jury returns 
a ver­ 
dict or indictment against an ac­ 
cused, when he has not been judged 
by law', but rather by personal senti­ 
ment. 
If a la w is wro ng , the peo ple’s 
representa tiv es ha v e the a utho rity 
to cha ng e it. No o ne ha s the a utho r­ 
ity to disreg a rd the la w. This a p­ 
plies to citizens a nd public .serv a nts 
a like, a nd mo st o f a ll to members 
o f the judicia ry .

Redev eloping Rural U.S. 


Ev ery popu lation forecast y ou pick u p talks of the steeply mou nt­ 
ing u rbanization of the United States. Yet there is little discu ssion any ­ 
where of the ru ral areas whose nu mbers are steadily thinning ou t. 
For long y ears the complaint has been that mral America had too 
large a v oice in Congress and the state legislatu re—that the farm bloc 
was loo powerfu l. 
Now, u nder the impact of the u rban migration and a belated hu t 
oncoming legislativ e reapportionment, that ru ral v oice is being re­ 
du ced in v olu me and effect. And some leaders are worry ing that the 
lime may not be too far off when the ru ral sectors will be in seriou s 
decline, u nderrepresented and forgotten. 
Against this backdrop, Secretary of Agricu ltu re Orv ille Freeman 
is now starting u p an ex panded Ru ral Areas Dev elopment program. 
Its stated objectiv e is to infu se new v itality into a ru ral America be­ 
ing steadily robbed of its y ou ng people and some of its economic u n­ 
derpinning. 
As a first step. Freeman's program wou ld assist in getting crop­ 
land conv erted to trees, grassland, wildlife refu ges and recreational 
dev elopments. 
No claim is made that su ch div ersion, conceiv ed in permanent 
terms, wou ld materially slash bu rdensome crop su rplu ses. The thou ght 
seems to be that su ch u nprodu ctiv e lands are a weak base for a 
healthy ru ral economy . 
Bey ond this, the program calls for projects to promote water de­ 
v elopment and conserv ation. Great genera! stress wou ld be laid on the 
establishment of income-produ cing recreational facilities su re to be 
needed in an era of tremendou s u rban growth. 
Bu t Freeman's plan, obv iou sly , is to conserv e people as well as 
land and water. The ru ral regions wou ld like to hold their >ou ng 
..people at home and prov ide new. u sefu l skills for many older ones 
who are idled and left behind. 
This gets ou t of the Agricu ltu re Department's bailiwick, bu t the 
stated intent is to cooperate with agencies which will emphasize job 
training and retraining, improv ement of hou sing, schools and commu ­ 
nity facilities, and the lu ring of new indu stry to ru ral territory to 
serv e as a kind of cou nter-magnet to the big cities. 
The whole thing has a pretty heav y ’ planning flav or, and some will 
look su spiciou sly on it for that reason. Bu t Freeman insists that the 
initiativ e in ail ru ral dev elopment projects—no matter what they in­ 
v olv e—mu st come from local leaders. 
The 1962 farm law au thorizes Washington to help prov ide incen­ 
tiv es, technical serv ices and some money for these tasks—abou t 525 
million for a starter. 
Bu t the big challenge is to America’s ru ral folk themselv es. Their 
role in the nation's life is shifting rapidly . In the end it is they who 
mu st decide whether it is to continu e to be an important and fru itfu l 
one.
